To every thing there is a season

Every season announces its arrival in a 
different way. 

Winter tiptoes in on a newly laid carpet 
of snow, while spring arrives on the heels of 
robins and crocuses; autumn will take up 
residence only after nature has completely 
redecorated the place. 

As for summer, well, here in Toronto at 
least, it always slides in on a slick of 
perspiration. 

But my favorite is the silly season, 
which apparently arrives most years only 
after otherwise respectable journalists have 
gone out of their cotton-pickin’ minds.

Ember Swift: Permanent Marker 

I have a feeling that if Fred Hersch and 
Ember Swift ever met they’d get along 
famously. Swift’s latest release Permanent 
Marker is, if nothing else, the work of an artist 
who truly appreciates music—all kinds of 
music. 

“My inspiration comes from 
everywhere,’ the twenty-four-year-old 
musician says, calling in from a tour stop in 


It wasn’t long before I realized that 
the celebrated pianist vastly exceeded 
the requirements for being background 
music at a faggy “benedicts and 
mimosa” féte. 

Hersch is known as a musician’s 
musician and, as such, requires (if not 
commands) the listener’s undivided 
attention. An Honours graduate of the 
New England Conservatory, Hersch has 
released fourteen albums to date, as well 
as having contributed his expertise to 
over seventy other musical recordings. 

He has garnered a handful of 
Grammy nominations over the past 
twenty years, both for his own work and 
his collaborative role in the projects of 
other artists. 

Let Yourself Go is a live recording at 
Hersch’s alma mater and stands out as 
one of his most memorable 
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Portland, Oregon, “‘it’s as diverse as the things 
I do in my life.” Swift's appetite for diverstiy 
is in abundant evidence with her latest 
offering, without overpowering her singular 
musical personality. Hers is a distinctive 
sound, one that ranges from growling hot-jazz 
to rollicking “scat of consciousness” vocal 
improvisation. Not surprisingly, she cites Ella 
Fitzgerald, John Coltrane and Charlie Parker 
amongst her heroes in the jazz world, though 
she emphasizes that she “doesn’t always have 
specific role models for each genre” she 
appreciates. 

Swift’s voice is dexterous and self- 
assured—even when she trembles on a word 
or note it is with decided intent and deadly 
aim. 

The “Tank Girl’ persona of the CD cover 
shot belies the musical sensibility and 
sensitivity contained within; make no 
mistake, Ember Swift is no Courtney Love 


performances—trecorded or otherwise— 
to date. This is not music to underscore 
small talk and gossip, it is the kind of 
recording that is to be experienced on a 
fantastic sound system in a darkened 
room. A glass of nice wine may be 
permissible as a minor distraction.

Former Attractions 
keyboard player Steve Nieve was seated 
behind a grand piano. The other band 
members were nowhere to be seen. There 
was (gasp!) orchestral accompaniment. I 
snapped off the remote and tried to purge the 
image from my mind, deeply concerned that I 
had seen the shape of things to come. 

The nattily attired man with the dulcet 
tones bore little resemblance to the artist who 
had been such a major factor in my youth 
when his sarcastic lyrics and intense new 
wave tunes seemed to be crystal clear 
reflections of my inner conflicts.

twenty-three, 
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West End Roots

Like any other thoroughfare in 
Vancouver, Davie Street is drab and 


uninviting when it is being pummelled by 
raindrops the size of small dogs. For much 
of the year, pedestrians on Vancouver’s gay 
main drag live for the next awning. 

But when the juicy clouds recede (as 
they did recently—though extremely late in 
the season) the street explodes in a flurry of 
activity and life. The restaurants, which 
always do a fair business, open windows 
onto the street and sprout lines of customers. 
The denizens of the countless cafes, 
impervious to what constitutes heat by brisk 
West Coast standards, guzzle yet more 
caffeine, sometimes in the form of costly 
new slushy, high-fat concoctions available 
everywhere including convenience stores. 
The race between awnings slows to a crawl. 
_ The pace provides leisure enough to cruise, 
a pastime that seems to take a major 
sabbatical during the rainy season. 

In the too-few dazzling days of 
summer, Davie Street appears in reality 
almost like the fantasy Vancouver has of 
itself; a vibrant, active, happening 
metropolis. 

As streets go, Davie is blessed. Blocks 
from the heart of Vancouver’s business 
centre, it begins in the former industrial 
heartland of False Creek, which went on to 
provide a home to Expo ‘86 and has since 


been turned into a massive new community ~ 


of highrises and retail strolls. It was down at 
this end, before gentrification, that gay men 
padded through warehouses to enter the 
memorable bar, the Gandydancer. The 
neighbourhood is now considerably upscale 
and the Gandy, as. it known 
affectionately, has been supplanted by a 
straight bar—a gentrification of dubious 
merit.

Further up the street, light industrial 
uses have made way for retail, restaurant 
and residential space, which has given the 
street a unity that was always lacking. 
Davie had been a Siamese twin, two 
distinct ends linked by a not always loving 
attachment. A walk from one end to the 
other used to mean stretches of 
considerable boredom and questionable 
safety. 

Eventually, the street leads to English 
Bay in what unfolds as a postcard view of 
Vancouver’s famous waterfront. It is down 
here that the gay community has tended to 
make its presence felt. Along the gently 
sloping streets of the West End, developers 
began in the 1950s to erect apartment 
buildings—first walk-ups, later highrises— 
for the independent-minded young workers 
of downtown’s office towers who could 
strut from awning to awning, all the way to 
work, in just a few minutes. As years went 
by, many of the young workers married and 
moved to the suburbs. Those who weren’t 
the “marrying kind”, tended to stay. And 
form clubs. And patronize restaurants. 


And form the basis for a gay community 


that has, partly by default and partly by 
fabulous design, gained possession over 


what is arguably Vancouver’s most 
exciting neighbourhood. 
But it was not always thus. A few 


years ago, Davie was exciting for another 
reason. Perhaps because of the number of 
single people and the inherent transience of 
apartment life, the neighbourhood lacked 
cohesion. So when the drug trade and 
prostitution moved in, it took the 
community a while to respond. 

For a time, Davie Street had a very bad 
rep. Side streets were little more than meat 
markets where cars would drive in circular 
processions checking out the female and 
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male flesh for sale in apartment alcoves 
and under the clichéd street lamps. 

Though controversial, a community 
group arose to “shame the johns” out of the 
West End. Through cajoling and political 
pressure, groups like Concerned Residents 
of the West End pushed for traffic measures 
and police enforcement to curb the social 
problems rampant in the area. Eventually, 
a unique court order forced prostitutes out 
of the West End and into what was then an 
industrial area. 

The atmosphere changed along Davie, 
but it was still down at the heels. It had the 
feeling of a gritty street where anything 
could happen. That, some people would 
say, was part of its charm. But things have 
definitely changed and it has taken on a life 
of its own. Part of that change has certainly 
been the maturing of the city’s gay 
community—symptomatic of maturing of 
the gay world in general. But also, 
somehow, the gay community adopted a 
marked self-assurance following the Gay 
Games in 1990, during which the city 
seemed to collectively express its 
welcoming nature. They like us, it seems, 
they really like us. 

Recently, a business association was 
formed on Davie Street and sanctioned by 
City Hall. The lawyers, retailers and 
residents that formed the group adopted the 
heretofore unknown name Davie Village to 
define the neighbourhood. Nobody had 
really used the term “village” to describe 
the around the street before but 
somehow, finally, it seemed to fit. 

At a meeting late in June, the members 
came together to pass a budget. Gay and 
straight owners of big and small businesses 
hashed out the details in a hotel ballroom. 
Under the city’s rules, the official business 
group in a neighbourhood has the right to 


area 


levy what amounts to a tax to fund its 
operation, so when the members got 
together, it was not necessarily a cohesive, 
like-minded crowd. Some, apparently, 
came with axes to grind. 

It was a polite meeting, but there was 
an underlying tension. Members went 
through the proposed budget with a 
remarkable thoroughness, challenging the 
new executive whether this or that 
expenditure was really necessary. 

There was passion at the meeting. 
Some people felt their assessments were 
too high, that the proposed agenda for the 
group was too lofty, or not visionary 
enough. There were concerns that the 
budgeted “clean up” of the street meant a 
shunting of the numerous street kids into 
some other neighbourhood. 

In the end, the budget passed, thirty- 
one votes to twenty-three. Not a ringing 
endorsement, but enough to get the group 
over its first major hurdle since it was 
officially launched. Though there were 
animosities expressed at the meeting and 
not everybody left happy, it was an 
unequivocal victory in one sense. Years 
ago, Davie Street would not have evoked 
as much passion or interest as the delegates 
to the meeting showed that night. There 
was a time when Davie could have gone to 
pot and few people would have cared 
enough to complain. Those days, it seems, 
are gone.

Great Books Are Just The Beginning

There cannot be a more 

magnificent place on earth than South 

Africa. Known as The World In One 

Country, South Africa offers everything 

from breathtaking scenery to world-class 
cities and more. 

Flying out of JFK in New York, it takes 
just over fourteen hours to get to 
Johannesburg. Joberg is atypical of South 
African cities. Think Mad Max’s 
Thunderdome. Next time I go, I will fly 
from Miami direct to Cape Town. For a 
first time visitor, however, Joberg should be 
experienced if for no other reason than to 
see first hand how urban decay, unbridled 
immigration and drug crime can destroy 
what was once a jewel. You’ll not do much 


sight seeing here as the city is extremely 
dangerous—even during daylight hours. A 
fascinating side-trip, however, is a visit to 
Soweto, South Africa’s largest black 
township with a population of just over two 
million people (yes, two million). 

Our South African Tourism van was 
uncomfortably conspicuous and yet not 
once did I feel unsafe. With the abolition of 
apartheid, race relations between blacks and 
whites are surprisingly civil. As one black 
lady put it to me “I don’t hate you because 
of the colour of your skin. We are your 
equal now so why should I hate you?” The 
tragic unrest we hear about in the news 
stems from years of rivalry between various 
black tribes. The South African 
constitution recognizes eleven official 
languages and it is estimated that there are 
over thirty tongues spoken here. One can 
easily understand how political unrest is the 
order of the day. Nelson Mandela’s 
writings are a must-read before travelling 
here. 
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As unsettling as 

Joberg was, a short one-hour flight 
north to the Mpumalanga region and you 
feel as if you are in a different country. 
Mpumalanga, in the heart of Kruger 
National Park, is dotted with private 
game reserves complete with 
accommodation ranging from traditional 
rest camps to five-star lodges. We stayed 
at Rock Lodge (in the Ulu Saba private 
game reserve), a beautiful lodge offering 
stunning views, exceptional food and 
even an outdoor pool. One comes here, 
however, not to relax but to go on safari. 

The experience of a safari is one you 
will never forget. Experienced trackers 
will drive you through the park in open- 
air “combis”. Understand that there are 
no paved roads and chances are you'll 
drive through rivers, you'll duck to miss 
large branches and generally get bounced

around quite thoroughly. When you see 
your first elephant six feet away, you 
truly will have to catch your breath. If 
you’re lucky, as we were, you'll see the 
Big Five—namely, elephant, lion, rhino, 
leopard and water buffalo. 

Two and a half hours south by plane 
from Mpumalanga lies The Garden 
Route—a 600 km area stretching east to 
Port Elizabeth and west to Cape Town. 
Residents call this part of the world 
Eden and within minutes of arriving 
here, I can see why. 

Our excursion along The Garden 
path started in Plettenberg Bay—a 
postcard-picture-perfect town 
overlooking the turquoise Indian Ocean. 
Plett, as residents call it, is well-known 
to Europeans but few Canadians have 
experienced her hypnotic charm. If you 
can afford it, stay at the luxurious Relais 
& Chateaux managed Plettenberg Hotel. 
It’s small (thirtyish rooms) and is one of 
the prettiest hotels I’ve ever seen 


it 


anywhere. It will cost you $400 per 
night for an ocean-view room but it’s 
well worth the cost. Whales breed in the 
area from June through November and 
sighting a Southern Right Whale is a 
common occurrence during these 
months. 

Plett offers every kind of water sport 
imaginable, scores of golf courses, 
antique and crafts shops galore and first- 
class international restaurants. With 


over three hundred sunshine days a year, 


Plett is an ideal seaside resort. 

East of Plett just outside Capetown, 
lies South Africa’s wine country. 
Stellenbosch, in the heart of this region, 
is an absolutely charming town steeped 
in history. The town is, in fact, the oldest 
in South Africa (after Cape Town). Oak- 
lined streets, open-air restaurants, cozy 
coffee-shops and delightful B&B’s make 
Stellenbosch one of South Africa’s most 
popular spots to visit. Superb wines can 
be purchased for the ridiculous sum of 
five dollars a bottle. 

Consider spending a night or two at 
Lanzerac Manor—a working wine estate 
that has welcomed guests the likes of Al 
Gore and Janet Jackson. The hotel’s 
rooms, restaurants, bar, lounge and pools 
are located in the estate’s 300-year-old 
Manor House and outbuildings. The 
Royal Pool Suite can be yours for just 
over $500 a night. A short thirty-minute 
drive away lies Cape Town. ‘Take the 
best parts imaginable from any west- 
coast city in North America and you 
have, in part, Cape Town. Superbly chic 
and very international, Cape Town has it 
all, B&B’s and international hotels are in 
abundance here and prices range from 
reasonable ($50/night) to astronomical

($1000+/night). One absolutely must 
make the gondola trip up Table Mountain 
but be warned: if you suffer from 
vertigo, give this trip a pass. 

Cape Town has a large gay 
community and gay marriages have been 
“légal” here for a number of years. 
Several blocks off the Waterfront district 
(what Gastown in Vancouver wishes it 
could be), you'll find all the gay bars, 
discos, B&B’s and shops. Check out the 


- Blah, Blah Bar if for no other reason than. 


to treat your eyes to some lovely candy. 
The patrons here were extremely 
friendly and love Canadians. They think 
our accent is adorable. I think if I were 
to ever move, Cape Town would be a 
place I could happily call home. 

Our final excursion landed us in Sun 
City, a tasteful Las Vegas. Billed as The 
Most Extraordinary Resort In The 
World, Sun City boasts four hotels, two 
eighteen-hole championship golf 
courses, a man-made forest, a massive 
wave-pool, a man-made lake, tennis 
courts and, of course, several casinos. 
Adjoining Sun City is The Palace, one of 
the finest hotels in the world. Good 
chemistry with the concierge resulted in 
an upgrade to the Presidential Suite, a 
massive suite with two bathrooms, wrap- 
around deck space and the surprise of 
servants’ quarters. 

As I sat on the deck drinking in the 
spectacular scenery, I vowed to journey 
to South Africa again. Who knows, I 
may never come back. = 

Put this on your wish list for the next 
century—see if you can resist the 
temptation to try and call South Africa 
“home”. =

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A city of contradictions

Winnipeg has a lot going for it in the 
summertime. 

As an Edmontonian having just returned 
from the Winnipeg Fringe Festival, I have to 
say my mind has been changed. Every other 
time I’ve been in Winnipeg, it’s been forty 
below with ice fog or freezing rain—not an 
excellent first impression. My visions of 
Winnipeg have always been dark buildings 
looming in the winter twilight as I cabbed 
from location to location. 

But behind the blank faces of boarded- 
up main street, in The Exchange District, 
something wonderful happens in the 
summer. Funky vintage shopping, smart 
coffee houses and a dedicated core of theatre 
fans clustered around Market Square await 
the summer visitor. The town was in full 
summer swing, with the Folklorama Festival 
right around the corner and The Pan Am 
Games nearly upon us. 

Yes, the city has a couple of gay bars, 
but you might also want to sample some less 
“community-oriented” spots, such as the 
artist-driven King’s Head Pub, the official 
watering-hole for everyone even remotely 
involved in a Fringe show. It was here that I 
constantly made queer sightings, which are 
getting fairly common in Winnipeg. You 
see, Winnipeg is home to one of the most 
notable gay men around: Canada’s—er, the 
world’s—first openly-gay mayor, Glen 
Murray. 

In the Fringe beer tent in Market Square 
I sat with successful Winnipeg scribe Brian 
Drader, and we pondered the changes that 
have come to Canada central. 

“Tt’s not exactly San Francisco north,” 
laughs Drader, “but yes, it’s changing around 
here. When Glen got elected, it was like a 
vote of confidence for a lot of us. You can’t 
have a gay guy in power and not have the 
effects ripple down to the rest of us.” 

No statistics to-prove anything, but I 
have to admit, the attitude seems fairly 
tolerant. I witnessed a lot of same-sex 
affection on the streets of Winnipeg. At the 
Fringe, girl/girl couples strolled arm-in-arm. 
As | talk to Drader, two young men stroll 
into the beer tent holding hands. They're 
dancers in a show, and I comment on their 
openness. “Oh, they’re leading the parade,” 
laughs Drader. No one even bats an eye. As 
we speak, Winnipeg songstresses The Wyrd 
Sisters take the open stage in Market Square. 
Their harmonies fill the morning air and the 
crowd cheers adoringly: just one more 
example of how queer influence moves from 
Winnipeg out to the rest of the country. 
Another example is the success of Ken 
Kostick (the campy co-host of What's For 
Dinner?) who hails from The ‘Peg and 
recently returned home to tape a special 
episode of his cooking show at the Forks, 
Winnipeg’s riverside market. 


Winnipeg is a city full of contradictions. 
The mayor is gay, yet Uptown, a weekly 
entertainment rag, refused to run Richard 
Burnett’s nationally syndicated “Three 
Dollar Bill” column because it discussed 
sodomy. It’s a town hip enough to look into 
a program to stop homophobia in schools, 
yet backward enough for a bunch of parents 
to show up and fight that program. It’s a 
town where a Stern-esque radio host called a 
public school trustee a “diesel dyke” on the 
air, then was immediately dismissed from his 
job, getting everyone thinking about the 
issues of censorship. 

If you read the dailies, it’s pretty much 
life as usual for everyone in Winnipeg. The 
press is sometimes critical of the mayor, but 
for the same reasons any mayor gets picked 
on. For instance: Murray received a traffic 
ticket just before we got to town and was 
being chided for his heavy foot. In centuries 
past, it would have been his private life that 
got all the attention; now, it’s his 
performance as mayor that gets the focus. 
Have we finally reached a point where a gay 
man can be judged on the job he’s doing? 

Perhaps the most powerful (and simple) 
testimony to how life has changed for the 
average queer in Winnipeg can be seen in the 
letters to the editor section in Swerve,

Winnipeg’s gay monthly. As the Pride 
Parade marched through Osborne Village, a 
terrified man decided to toss aside his fears 
of visibility, take the leap and march along 
with his brothers and sisters. The reason, 
according to his letter, was the rousing and 
heartfelt speech that Murray delivered at the 
commencement of the festivities. And 
ultimately, that’s where having a gay mayor 
does put Winnipeg out front. Our battle for 
visibility is one of the hardest ones we’ve 
had to fight. When a gay man achieves a 
position of power, the effect that it has on the 
people who see his example is galvanizing. 
“Things can’t help but change,” 
Drader as we watch a street performer 
juggling huge knives on a ten-foot pole. 
“Winnipeg had always been a live-and-let- 


says 
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live kind of town. Everyone minds their own 
business, for the most part. The gay life has 
never really been in the bars, it’s been in the 
cultural scene. It’s woven right into the 
fabric of the larger community. And with a 
gay man in charge, it means that no one can 
turn a blind eye to gay issues. It affects our 
leader, therefore it’s important to 
everybody.” 

Indeed, while in Winnipeg, I checked 
out the local press (I admit, I was searching 
for reviews for my show, but it’s still 
research). In a story ona local gay issue, the 
last paragraph read, “Glen Murray could not 
be reached for comment, as he is on holidays 
with his partner.” 

That’s about as ‘naturalized’ as it gets.

It’s not all that unusual for a lawyer in 
Canada to gain prestige and a public profile; 
half the politicians in this province got their 
start in law and went on to conservative fame 
and fortune. What is unusual in Alberta, 
however, is for a lesbian lawyer to gain a 
profile that draws the attention not just of the 
gay and lesbian community, but of a straight 
community that usually maintains and 
expects silence when it comes to queer 
issues. 

The most recent issue of Alberta Venture 
magazine named Edmonton lawyer Julie 
Lloyd as one of the fifty most influential 
Albertans, in part because of her 
knowledgability when it comes to how the 
laws in Alberta affect (or intentionally 
ignore) gays and lesbians. Called to the bar 
in 1992, Lloyd has created a practice that 
focuses. upon, but is not exclusive to, gay 
She is intensely committed to 
human rights and equality. 

This past Pride day in Edmonton, Lloyd 
was awarded the Maureen Irwin Award for 
making a significant contribution to the 
lesbian community over a period of time. 
Outlooks spoke with Lloyd about her 
practice, Alberta laws, and gay advocacy. 

Outlooks: What field of law do you 
practice? 

Lloyd: When I started in full practice, 
my goal was to cater to the lesbian and gay 
community so that’s what I started to 
advertise. And I made the decision at that 
point to sit back and wait to see what the 
needs were. My experience as an associate 
lawyer was very general, so I just wanted to 
see what the need was. And as it turns out, 
not surprisingly, there was quite a need for 
wills, power of attorneys, personal directives, 
and cohabitation agreements. There’s also a 
need for helping gay and lesbian people when 
relationships that’s a 
family/relationship compilation. There’s also 
and a fair amount of small 
business, which I find interesting. But I have 
a particular fondness for appellate work, and 
that’s not necessarily gay or lesbian in focus, 
that’s just something I do for fun!

Outlooks: Have you found in the case of 


the break up of a relationship, and the 
establishing of one, that you’ve had to deal 
with prenuptial agreements? 

Lloyd: Yes, I have, and it really makes 
couples lives a lot easier in the event that a 
relationship doesn’t last till we’re dead, like 
we all hope. It allows you to think about what 
your expectations are—purely financial or 
property expectations—and I find it’s a really 
interesting exercise for a couple to go through 
and think about the costs, contributions and, 
most importantly, the expectations at the end 
of the relationship about property. Maybe 
one partner is just the shopper, you know, 
does that mean the other partner really ought

to be the one owning the property? What 
about a house, how are you going to 
contribute to it? Who’s going to pay for the 
mortgage? It’s a lot easier to get an answer to 
those questions before, rather than at the end 
of, a relationship because there’s often so 
much acrimony. And that’s the worst time to 
have to be dealing with these questions. 

Outlooks: You sit on a committee of gay 
and lesbian lawyers in Alberta, is that right? 
Can you talk about that? 

Lloyd: The Canadian Bar Association 
has a Sexual Orientation and Gender identity 
Conference, nationally and provincially. We 
were successful at setting up a section in 
Alberta, and so I’m the chair of that section. 
There are not just gay lawyers who sign up 
for it. There are a lot of lawyers who sign up 
for it because they have gay clients, or are just 
supportive of human rights and larger issues. 
There are a number of lesbian and gay 
lawyers, but none of them in my section cater 
exclusively, or target, the lesbian and gay 
community. Part of the reason for lesbian and 
gay lawyers joining is the camaraderie, 
hanging out together. 

Outlooks: You’ve also chosen to be 
politically active in other areas. 
Equal=Alberta, for example. Could you talk 
a little bit about that and your role in the 
organization? 

Lloyd: When the Vriend decision was 
handed down more than a year ago, the first 
thing that happened was that the 
Conservative government here issued a press 
release saying that they were going to strike a 
committee [Mending Fences Committee] to 
make sure that the Vriend decision didn’t 
bring an end to the world as we know it. 
Many of the members of the community 
were quite alarmed when that announcement 
was made, and so a smallish group of us 
decided it was time to try and harness some 
of the energy that was very evident at the time 
the Vriend decision came down. We put 
together a group of people whose job it was 
to first go to the “fences” committee and see 
what the hell they were doing. We came 
away with an understanding that they were 
interested in a broad-based public 
consultation. And we realized that we would 
have to be prepared to engage in that. We 
started a number of town hall meetings in 


Edmonton and got together a number of good 
people working together to research the 
issues and come up with a strategy to 
advocate those issues as they came up. That’s 
been the legacy of this group. 

Outlooks: At the townhall meeting 
during Edmonton’s Pride week, there were a 
number of outstanding court cases discussed. 
One of those was step-parent adoption by two 
lesbians in Calgary. Could you explain a little 
bit about what happened there? 

Lloyd: There has been a hearing but the 
decision has been reserved. Perhaps by the 
time this goes to press, there will have been a 
decision. The difficulty was that the Child 
Welfare Act did not provide for same-sex 
couples to enter into a step-parent type 
adoption. And so there was a charter 
challenge taken to that piece of legislation. 
Then, on the eve of that hearing, the 
government wanted to pull out of the case 
because they wanted to amend the legislation. 
So they amended their legislation in a really 
vague, crappy way, in that it didn’t appear to 


be any more 
accommodating to 
same-sex couples than it 
had been. They 


basically substituted the 
word “spouse” in the 
legislation with the word 
“step-parent”’. Step- 
parent is not defined in 
the legislation, so when 
you look at lay 
definitions of the word it f 
is always defined in 
terms of heterosexual 
marriage. Now, I’m not 
counsel in this case, but 
as an advocate it left us f 
in a very difficult 
position, because we 
have to wait now for a 
judge to decide whether 
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he or she will interpret the term “step-parent” 
to include “same-sex” parent. The even more 
frustrating thing is that if the judge in Calgary 
takes a generous view of the word “step- 
parent” it doesn’t bind other Courts of 
Queen’s Bench in Alberta. That wouldn’t 
happen until we had a Court of Appeal 
decision. So it’s frustrating for members of 
our community because the legislation is not 
fixed properly. The government’s job is to 
draught legislation that people can 
understand. And this has utterly and 
deliberately failed to do that. 

Outlooks: There have been some people 
claiming that the whole reason the 
government is doing this in Alberta, as 
opposed to other jurisdictions like Ontario, is 
that they want to appear to be forced to do 
this by the courts. This offers them an ‘out’ 
for their largely conservative, rural voters. 
They can say to those voters, “Look, the 
courts made us do it”. 

Lloyd: That’s an interesting analysis, 
but I don’t think it quite applies to the Child 
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for more information or registrations

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Welfare Act. If they wanted to appear to be 
forced, they could have walked through the 


courtroom door and had the initial piece of 


legislation thrown out by the judge. What 
they did instead is that they Jerry-rigged 
something at the very last minute in terms 
of an amendment that was very 
unsatisfactory. My cynical view is that the 
Alberta government said: we do not want a 
judgment from our courts defining 
“spouse” in any piece of legislation. So 
what we’re going to do is replace the word 
with “step-parent”’. 


Outlooks: What about other pieces of 


legislation? 
Lloyd: Well, there was another piece 
of legislation that was amended in an 
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equally unsatisfactory fashion. It’s the 
Employment Pension Plan Act..We’re told 
the intent of this amendment was to allow 
employers to extend survivor pension 
benefits to same-sex couples of their 
employees. 
allowing, though not compelling, 
employers to extend these benefits. We 
simply don’t know. What we’ll have to do 
now, and I’m trying to do this through a 
couple of employers, is to have one of their 
pension plans amended and then have the 
Superintendent of Pensions review it and 
confirm that it can be done. 

The other issue that came up in the last 
session of the legislature was domestic 
relations and the issue of spousal support.
